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WASHINGTON -- The unemployment rate for blacks rose to 14.1 
percent in March from 13.8 in February, according to the U.S. 
Department of Labor's Bureau of Labor Statistics. Unemployment 
for whites remained at 6.5 percent. 


Unemployment for black men rose to 14.3 percent. For black 


women, the jobless rate moved from 11.0 percent in February to 
11.3 in March. 


Black teens had an overall unemployment rate of 36.5 percent 
in March, down from 38.4 percent in February. Black teen men had 
an unemployment rate in March of 37.6; for black teen women, the 
March unemployment rate moved down to 35.0 percent. 


Overall, the number of nonfarm jobs, as measured by the 
survey of employers, was essentially unchanged. The nation's 
unemployment rate remained at 7.3 percent. 


Unemployment (Household Survey Data) 


The unemployment rate, 7.3 percent, and the number of 
unemployed persons, 9.2 million, were both unchanged in March. 
The jobless rate remained 1.9 percentage points above the level 
in July of 1990, when the recession started. The level of 
unemployment rose by 2.5 million over this period. There were no 
significant changes in unemployment among the major demographic 
groups over the month. 


The number of people unemployed for less than 5 weeks rose 
in March, but this increase was offset by a drop among those 
jobless from 5 to 14 weeks. The number unemployed for 6 months 
or longer, at 1.8 million, was up in excess of 1 million since 
the beginning of the recession. 


The number of persons working part time even though they 
would have preferred full-time work was unchanged in March at 6.5 
million. Persons in this category, shown in table A-3 as working 
"part time for economic reasons," are often referred to as the 
"partially unemployed" or the "underemployed."

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By 2005, the baby-boomers (people born between 1946-64) will 
be concentrated in the 45-54 age group, which will increase by 15 
million from its level in 1990, according to the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics. Some baby boomers will be more than 55 years of 


age, resulting in this group's much greater growth compared to 
the 1975-90 period. 


The decline in the birth rate in the late 1960's resulted in 
a decline in the size of the 16-24 year age group between 1975 
and 1990, according to the Bureau of Labor Statistics. This will 
cause a decline in the 25-34 age group between 1990 and 2005.

The children of the baby-boom generation (born between 1946- 
64) will be entering the labor force from 1990 to 2005, according 
to the Bureau of Labor Statistics. As a result, the 16-24 year 


age group will increase. This increase will begin to be seen in 
the mid-1990's.
